Buried deep in to mountains east of 
Xian, where to Chinese built a terra 
rotta army to prot^ to temains of the 
Emperors, lies a far smaller but lethal 
fbr^: a half dozen or so intocontineiital 
ballistic missiles tot could reach the 
Unired States. 

The misgiles near to town of Luon- 
ing are har^y sophisticated by modezn 
standards. The PCTtagon believes each 
is eqnii^ped with a sin^e warhead, large 
bnt not veiy accurate, intended for bust- 
ing cities. 

They are mounted Bto liquid-fiiel 
rockets that take a full hour of prep- 
aration to launch. 

In total, Qiina is believed to possess 
roughly 20 missiles tot can reach 
Air^can shores, and perhaps 300 nu- 
clear weapons that, aboard medium- 
range misses or bombers, could hit 
Japan, India or Russia. 

It is a bare-bones arsenal compai^ 
with to tfaonsands of warheads still 
maintajped by to United Stales and 
Russia. But to question in Washington 
this week is whether China’s nuclear 
fleet will stay that way 10 or 20 years 
into to ftiture or become a fer more 
potent arsenal tot could rekindle the 
kind of fears tot shaped the Cold War. 

The sospicioin that China stole to 
design of America’s most advanced 
miniamrized warhead — to W-88 
from to Los Alamos National Lab- 
oratory more than 10 years ago has 
paromfrted anger in Washington, tspo- 
cially in Congress. 

On Sunday, President Bill Clinton’s 
nqrinnal security adviser. Samuel 
(Sandy) Berger, defended to admin- 
istratioD ’s investigation into to loss, but 
added, “There’s no question tot 
tfa^’ve benefited from this.” The

Is the Information Age Making Us Any Wiser ?

W ASHINGTON — Tom Mann is the 
restless gentleniao at the Libraxy of 

question^ will whhl up a spim stai^ 
fa sf . and pop bade down with the perfect book, his 
fiqgers flying to the right page. 

Ihese days, Mr. Mann is that OJQrnxiron. a ragiqg 
libiarian. He’s aogiy about a proposal to shelve bocAs 
at the libsaiy notl^ subje^ matter but tiy size. Si^ 
a ^'stcan, w. Mann says, would itinwinaift browsing 
— **discoveiy sereD<%9iy,'* as he calls iL 
Bnt what’s going on iMze is much bigger than a 
sbelymg dispute. Tom Mann’s protest is but a puff 
of wind in a gathering -storm — the infonnatioa 
hniricane. 

Tngritptiong and individuals alike are coping with 
a deluge of books, journals, tapes, legal records, 
documents, electronic mail and torrents of raw data 
All this material is sn(^)o$ed to be 'stored and 
pTKerved. Cotopounding the problem is the fact 
that information disintegrates. Bodes turn brittle. 
Tapes fell apart Films into gimpowder. 

The crisis is digital preservation. The bin- 
ary code ftiuyng tfimngh wites all over tiie world is 
in Hanggr oftuniing to gibberish as computer pro- 
grains l>ecome obsolete. 

At die National Archive, staff are byim to 
preso^ electronic data from the Reagan Bush 
administrations. Bnt the coamuter system used at 
the White Housedurutg die 1980sandearfy 1990s is 
already so out of dale that dte vendor no longer vrill 
rrawit 

The problem is a bit like the Y2K compoter bug. 
a flaw iHiilt into the structure of die computer 
universe. From a {neservation stan<b>oint, an elec- 
trraic document may as well have been scrawled 
widi a wet finger on a paper napkin. 

The Infor^tioD Age, the experts warn, could 
becone a Uank spot in human history. 

Ev^ day, James Billington, the librarian of 
Congress, worries about the nuts-ai^bolts Issues 
SBCb as shelving and distal preservation, but he also 
wanes about broader p^osofidiica] matters, such 
as; Are we truly wiser with all this infonnatioo? 

Ih 1472 the library at Queens’ CoU^e in Cam- 
bridge, England, bad 199 books. At the height of the 
Renaissance there were people who could dahn 
plausibly to have read every inqxutani book ever 
written. 

Today, no one can read everything. The world of 
' kziowlet^e is a vast ocean; die best yon can do is 
occasioi^y go for a swun. 

More than 50,000 books are published every year 
in Arnica alone. Ihemimberof jocoaalspublisbed 
globally is estimated at 400,000. Soon every home 
will have access to hundreds of television diatiaels. 
The World R^de Web now has aiiUioas of sites. 
*Tr's sigiuficaac that we call it the Infonnatioa 

Age,” Mr. BtUington said. ’’Wedon’e talk about the 
Knowledge Age.

The 
opening in 1939 of the Adams Building relieved the 
problem, but then it fUlcJ up. The Madison Build- 
ing, larger than any building in the area except the 
Pentagon, was added in 1900. It filled up. A new 
warehouse 40 miles (64 kilometers) from Wash- 
ington will open next year. 

The lilnary has 113 millioo items, and every 
mnfnmg 20,000 more pour into the loading dock. 
The stacks are so fiiU ttot in some areas the floor is 
used as an aoxiliary shelf.

The entry point is tiie Internet. The library has 
bym potting many of its priceless prints, maps and 
documents on a searchable World Wide Wro site.

The answer is a loL 
ff it wishes to survive as toe cus- 
todian of toe Olympics, the IOC must 
tiafi^otm itself, dtKan^g the clubby, 
seif-indulgeot traditions toat tolerat^ 
CQiTa{rion. Instead of operating with 
an ai^ance and secrecy toat toe So- 
viet Pbutboro would have envied, the 
IOC must do business openly and 
democratically. Thai means est^lish- 
ing and scnroulously foUovdng cor- 
rt^on-proof criteria for toe selection 
c^ost cities. The best way to insulate 
^ selection process may &s to have an 
impu^ panel of experts on sports 
facilities nominate two finalists (» 
which the IOC would vote. 

The IOC should also become a 
resentative body, wito members who 
serve fixed terms and are elected by 
national Olympic committees or qual- 
ified athletic cffgactizations from aU 
Conneries. Although toe IOC is a non- 
profit organizatiixi, it handles billions 


of dollars ftom corporate spoDSOfS and 
broadcast rights. Its books and business 
practices should be as aansparefit as 
those of a puUicty traded cotpocation. 
Nations that host toe Games should 
declare the IOC an iotecnational public 
oiganization. That would bring it under 
international anti-bribeiy laws. 

Many of the 105 del^ates seem to 
fbinic tnat ti]^ need coly ratify a rec- 
onmieadadoa to e^l members found 
to have engaged in corrupt practices 
involving toe selection of Salt Lake 
Ci^. That is the fnintmnm tiiey 
do, and it should be done by open 
ballot The members must not reject 
water down toe expulsions proposed 
by Ridhard R)und, an IOC membor 
who led toe investigation. The mem- 
bers also ought to find a new president 
unencumbe^ ^ the Salt l^e City 
scandal The incumbent president. 
Juan Antoiuo Samarandb, can no 
longer credibly lead the IOC. 

Disnnbii^y, a rqxnt issued on Fri- 
day by tiie IOC tried to shift blame for 
the scandal to toe Salt Lake and Amer- 
ican Olynqric mganizations and foiled 
to leccmmead eroulsion of the most 
poweiful IOC delegate implicated. If 
toe IOC refiises to lefoinx itself this 
week, ^xmsocs like John Hancock 
should to it wither away.

Ambregio Damiano Achille Ratti 
took die name Pins ?Q in 1922, when he 
was elected Pope ■ — the same year 
Benito Mnssolim marched on Rome. 

He had the misfortune to |»eside over 
the church during the advuit of an ^ of 
dictators, fo the early years, Pius XI, 
di^pite his misgivings, sought accom- 
momtion with them, fearing that coo- 
frontation would only weaken the 
church. So in J929, he signed a coo- 
cordat with fascist Italy thri protected 
the Vatican's in^pendeoce. lo 1933. he 
allowed his secreteiy of state to sign a 
concordat with Hitier, hoping to pre- 
serve Catholic institutions m Germany. 

He did not protest when die Germans 
passed the tot anti-Semitic laws in 
1933, excluding non-Aryans from pub- 
lic office, or the infamous Nuremberg 
laws in 1935.

("Unity of tile Human Race").

.Accordingly, he ha.s committed 
him>elf to performing and record- 
ing all 200 of Bjch's sun’iving can- 
tatas. beginning this Christmas and 
ending on New Year's Eve 2000. 

TTiere i.s no other compoj;cr he 
could conceive of devoting a whole 
year to playing, said Gardiner at his 
London home. 

"TTte point is that Bach is the 
cemrul figure in classical music 
from the 16th to the 2thh century/' 
he said. "He's the composer to 
which all previous generations of 
Western composers seemed to 
have been leading towards. .And his 
shadow fell right acro-»s the Ikih 
and 19th century and long into the 
20th century-. It's difficult to thinJ: 
of a compijser not influenced by 
Bach and many of the great ones — 
from Beethoven to Schumann and 
Brahms — were obsessed with him 
in one w-ay or another as the su- 
preme master of every aspect of 
their trade." 


"There is someihiDg uniquely 
satisfy'ing about Bach's music,** 
Gardiner added. ”lt's complex, but 
the ear can attune to it so easily, and 
it's no accident that he is the Euro- 
pean composer par excellence who 
lends hin^lf to jazzing, to boogy- 
ing. having a beat attached to him 
and being played on different 
levels without destroying the com- 
position — something you are hard 
put to do with Moz^ Haydn or 
Beethoven. ■' 

Simply to record all the cantatas 
'unjust a little more than 12 oKinths 
would be a colossal undertaking, 
but Gardiner has set hirnself. (he 
English Baroque Soloists and tbe 
Momrverdi Oioir an ever greater 
challenge by opting to perform them 
m churches scatteira over the length 
and breadth of northern Europe.

"Bach 2000" will be in Saxony 
and (he places where Bach lived.

tatas — except that we don’t have to 
write them!" Gardiner said. "He 
would compose on Monday and 
Tuesday. On Wednesday the Bach 
family factory of copyists, the hu- 
man photocopying machines, would 
get going and te'd start coaching the 
boy singers.

He 
himself expects to be traveling to 
the whole year.

Gardiner's aim is not jnst to pat 
Bach center stage next year bat to 
establish som^hing longer lasting:
